The 
Financial Host, representing a powerful body of opinion in 
the east, denounces the pegged wheat policy of last yefir, as 
“Mr. Gardiner’s colossal wheat blunder”; supports the nor¬ 
mal flow of wheat through regular channels (thus spread¬ 
ing a protective wing over the multitude of commission 
houses) and predicts even less enthusiasm for any new pol¬ 
icy of crop insurance. The Post in stressing western Can¬ 
ada’s obligation to the taxpayers of the dominion, ignores 
the item in the other column—that $68,000,000 which the 
west contributes annually (not one year only) to the sup¬ 
port of the secondary industries of the east. 

The Post then, is one very strong element of dissent 
which-Mr. Gardiner faces in tke east—an element that ig¬ 
nores the fact that 80 cent No. 1 F’ort William, ft not act¬ 
ual 1 }' 80 cents anywhere in the west. It is 60 cent wheat in 
Alberta, and less in Northern Alberta. It is for No. 1 N. 
wheat with no great proportion of the grain marketed, 
gading so high. It ignores the fluctuation of yield from 
vear to year, and the fact that wheat cannot be produced 
without positive loss at anything below' that pegged price. 
It does not consider what would happen to the dairying and 


closely w 
cheating. 

There should under any circumstances be a closer check 
on marginal lands. Areas which are non-productive -year 
after year, shoyld not be bolstered indefinitely by the Can¬ 
adian taxpayer. ' 

It is claimed also that the Wheat Roard and pegged price, 
should lie considered separately from the crop insurance 
plan. Good wheat can be produced in this area for example, 
with reasonable assurance of an annual crop. But it can¬ 
not be produced for 40 cents, and should not be expected 
to, any more than i machine company in east is expected 
to sell'a machine below cost of production. If the machine 
•cortipany is protected, the wheat grower should be protect¬ 
ed. 

Crop insurance would bring its great measure of benefit, 
to other areas, which produce a high standard of grain in 
large quantity in some years, but are more subject to haz¬ 
ards of drought and pests. 

The wheat situation has a thousand angles. Some per¬ 
manent policy must be developed that will bring confidence 
and reasonable living to the western farmer, not only for 
his sake, but for the sake of the secondary industries of the 
east which depend upon his buying power.

In the course of the next ten days, 
the Wales’ theatre will be presenting 
a film “Youth Marches On.” - This film 
has a most remarkable history, hav¬ 
ing been conceived in an Oxford group 
camp at Regina. These young men 
most of whom were under 25, employ¬ 
ed and unemployed, inspired with the 
desire to give some record to Canada, 
planned the picture. It was a truism 
that selfishness, dishonesty and pre¬ 
judice, bred the trouble the world was 
in, and the Oxford group was develop¬ 
ing a new regard for others and a new 
purpose in personal lives.

Amongst 
them they staged scenes, hired a cam¬ 
eraman for $2.00 a day, and started 
on making histoay. Then 25 of the 
group went to England to visit othei 
groups. They shot scenes as they went, 
added the sound tracks in the British 
studios, and the completed picture 
caught the imagination of a national 
distributor. Three million people in 
Britain saw it. It has Keen shown in 
United - States and Canada, gathering 
praise everywhere. Never was a 20- 
minute film produced on smaller capi¬ 
tal. Moreover in developing the grace 
of unselfishness, of working together 
and of tolerance, the story is an unan¬ 
swerable reply to the prevailing con¬ 
fusions and irritations and war fric¬ 
tion. It is one of the two features on 
March 13, 14 and 15, and is a message 
from Canadian prairies to the world. 
It is worth seeing.
